studies. 


Dr. Urner Liddel, chief of 


the nuclear physics branch of 
the Office of Naval Research, 
made this disclosure in an art- 
icle in the current Look maga- 
zine. 


Dr. Lidel, in Washington, 


discussed the Look story further 
when newsmen queried him. 


The Navy balloons, he de- 


clared, were 100 feet in diame- 
ter and sometimes rose to a 
height of 19 miles. He added 
that winds might sweep them 
along at 200 miles an hour. 


At dusk, the slanting rays of 


the sun lighted the balloons' 
bottoms, giving them the sau- 


cer-like appearances, 
del explained. 


He added that many of the 


disks were sighted as the sun 
set. 


Dr. Liddel said the existence 


of the big balloons was kept 
secret because the project was 
connected with atomic develop- 
ments. 


Dr. Liddel, who was in 


charge of the balloon tests, said 
they carried instruments to re- 
cord the results of collisions 
between cosmic rays and atoms 
in the earth's atmosphere. 


He added that secrecy was 


"no longer" necessary. 


The physicist said 2,000 re- 


ports of "flying saucers" were 
checked and those considered 
whimsical" 
were 
eliminated. 


Of the "reliable" reports, he 
said "there is not a single ob- 
servation which is not attribu- 
table to the cosmic balloons".

eastern wing of a heavier attack 
now gathering momentum. 


Lead-off columns of at least 


seven Chinese divisions massed 
n the area west of Hoengsong 
and north of Chipyong struck 
southward today. They slipped 
past Chipyong, 19 miles west of 
Hoengsong, and headed down two 
mountain valleys toward 
the 


Wonju-Yoju road. 


The Chinese are moving In 


Dands numbering up to 1,000 men. 
They ran into a fury of Allied 
air attacks. 


Allied Air Force, Marine and 


Vavy planes combined in low- 
level strikes aimed to break up 
the mounting threat to the main 
east-west road in northern South 
Korea. 


Once in possession of the road, 


the Reds would be in position to 
strike east or west behind Al- 
lied lines. They would menace 
the four or more divisions along 
the western front in the Seoul 
area and 10th Corps units hold- 
ing the central front line near 
Wonju. 


Allied air power seared one 


band of 1,000 Reds moving down 
the western-most of the two val- 
leys near Sokking. They hit with 
flaming napalm jellied gasoline 
and machine guns. Pilots estimat- 
ed they killed 300 of this group. 


Allied planes also hit two oth- 


er groups — about 400 Reds 10 
miles northeast of Yoju and an- 
other. 100 skirting Chipyong. 


There waa little ground fight- 


ing today, compared with Mon- 
day's b l a z i n g battle around 
Hoengsong. American and South 
Korean troops have fought their 
way out of the trap sprung by 
a 100,000-man Red force and have 
taken up new defensive positions. 


Much of today was spent by 


both Allies and Communists in 
regrouping for new fighting. 


But there was one clash 15 


miles west of Wonju. An Allied 
force drove back into the hills a 
Red column striking for the Won- 
ju-Yoju road. Allied planes aided 
in routing the Reds. 


Lieutenant Colonel Hoskoc of 


Carmel, Calif., a divisional op- 
erating officer on the western 
front, described the upsurge in 
Communist activity as: 


"A delayed reaction to our 


reaching the Han River. They 
buttoned up on their defense line 
north of the Han and are sending 
patrols down to heckle us. South 
of the Han, they are trying to 
hold where they still have men." 


Communist shells whistled in- 


to Allied positions along the west- 
ern front. They were fired from 
cleverly-camouflaged mortars and 
field pieces north of the Han. 


For the first time Red tanks 


were reported moved in to bolster 
the Communist defenses along 
the north shore of the Han and 
inside Seoul.

The Kremlinites who rule the Commu- 
nist conspiracy know they have nothing to 
fear from America, unless they strike first. 
But Titoism is dynamic; it is bidding tor the 
mitative. 
It is striking at the roots of their 


power. 


What happened in Yugoslavia can happen 


anywhere—in Italy, France, Czechoslovakia, 
China, Bulgaria, or Romania. It has broken 
into the open in Italy, where dissident Com- 
munists are beginning to preach that Italian 
nationalism Is more important than subservi- 
ence to Moscow. 


Palmiro Togliatti, No. 1 Italian Communist, 


is among the "sick" leaders of the conspiracy 
in Europe who has been undergoing "treat- 
ment" in Moscow.

TN THE Kefauver committee hearings in De-

HAT federal .ludge out in Chicago who slap- 


ped on a $25,000 fine to remind railroad 


switchmen they aren't the only ones who get 
impatient, shaved down the government's ask- 
ing price from $1,500,000. Even in complica- 
tions of its own manufacture, the government 
likes to handle money matters in a big way. 
It also wanted to plaster $1,000,000 in fines on 
three of the switchmen's officials. 


It never could have been more ardently 


wished than if is now that fines against unions 
for violating court orders and for other ges- 
tures of contempt of government authority 
might never be needed or heard of. The after- 
thought of every such incident is that the next 
one might prove to be the one which would 
destroy the government's authority forever. 


The truth is that there can be no govern- 


ment without consent. 
Authority cannot be

bayonets.

The task today is to examine 


one of Secretary Snyder's argu- 
ments against the Federal Re- 
serve Board's desire to raise the 
interest rate from 2J/4 per cent to 
3 per cent. 


The secretary is quoted as say- 


ing that to pay one-half of 1 per 
cent more interest on the govern- 
ment debt would cost the treas- 
ury $1,250,000,000. This is prob- 
ably true, as far as it goes. Our 
national debt is very large and 
even at low rates of interest the 
government must pay out billions 
in servicing it. 


I SUPPOSE Mr. Snyder means 


that to pay one-half of 1 per cent 
more on new bonds and to refund 
old ones at the new rate would 
burden the budget with that ad- 
ditional amount. So far, so good. 


But he should add that he 


would recover a very large part 
of this $1,250,000,000 in new tax- 
es. For the additional interest 
would go to taxpayers and it 
would be added to their sur-tax- 
able income and be subject to 
tax. 


We cannot exactly determine 


how much would be recovered, 
but let us consider the cases of 
some holders, on the basis of the 
tax rates now asked by the ad- 
ministration. 


Some of the bonds would be 


held by people with very large 
incomes, where the tax "bite" 
would be 95 per cent. 
On the 


additional interest paid to these 
people, the government would re- 
cover 95 cents on every addition- 
al dollar paid them. 


Every corporation with an in- 


come over $25,000 which held 
bonds would have to give back 
between 55 and 85 cents on every 
additional dollar paid by the 
treasury. 


Then if the corp&ration paid 


out the remaining 15 to 45 cents 
that it had left in dividends to 


its stockholders, Mr. Snyder's tax 
collector would grab some addi- 
tional tax money. 
It would be 


possible—and an excellent tax 
accountant, L. Robert Driver, has 
carefully calculated these figures 
for me—for the treasury to get 
back as taxes as much aa 99% 
cents of a dollar paid to corpora- 
tions. 


ON THE additional 
interest 


paid to smaller individual income 
taxpayers, the amount recovered 


would vary from person to per- 
son. But on balance, it would be 
very large. 


And so Mr. Snyder's "alarm" 


about the cost to the government 
if the rate is raised is either a 
gross oversight or some more of 
the Truman administration's ef- 
fort to scare us out of our wits. 


The increase proposed is a very 


sound step toward checking ruin- 
ous inflation—an inflation for 
which the Truman administration 
is very much to Blame.

Science Alters 
Earth Theory 


Lands' Drifting Apart 
Stirs Doubts Of Some 


BERKELEY, Calif., (UP)—How 


he earth achieved its present 
eographical makeup is a ques- 
ion which has been bothering 
University of California scien- 
ists. 


Geology, botany and paleont- 


ology professors have been air- 
ng their views on the subject in 
a symposium. 


Their conclusion is that the 
'continental drift" theory is not 
valid. 
That theory, now favored by 


European scientists, holds that 
the continents of earth were once 
together in one great land mass, 
broke up and then drifted intoj 
their present positions. 
I 


Byran Patterson, visiting the 


California 
scientists 
from 
the 


Chicago Natural History Museum 
and the University of Chicago, 
had one of the strongest argu- 
ments against the theory. 


Mr. Patterson pointed to the 


difference in living and fossil ani- 
mals of the various continents. 
He said there should be a mark- 
ed similarity if the "continental 
drift" theory were true. 
The dissimilarties, he declared, 


have existed since the continents 
were supposed to have started 
drifting apart some 75 million 
years ago. In fact, the professor 
said, evidence which might favor 
the theory becomes scantier the 
farther back in geological time 


OI1r>r. J. Watt Rurham, associate 
professor of paleontology at the 
university, said the theory would 
make it necessary for the poles 
to have been shifted around dur- 
ing geological time. 
On the basis of studies of ma- 


rine fossils from Mexico to the 
Arctic circle, Dr. Durham con- 
cluded the poles always have 
been in approximately thexr pres- 
ent positions.

Indian Priest Pleads 
For Homeless Children 


WINNEBAGO, Neb. (INS) — 


Father Frank Hulsman, the In- 
dian priest, charges that the en- 
tire nation is guilty of "child ne- 
glect". "I don't mean that the av- 
erage American parent is neglect- 
ing his own children," 
says 


Father Frank. 
"On the contrary, I believe 


that the average parent is very 
good to his children. But I be- 
lieve that every citizen should 
feel a responsibility toward the 
hundreds of American Indian 
children who are homeless as the 
result of the pitiful economic con- 
ditions of their parents." 


And Father Frank says the 


number of homeless Indian chil- 
dren is i n c r e a s i n g . Poverty 
among the American Indians both 
on and off the reservation has led 
:o thousands of broken homes. As 
a result, he continues, many of 
their children are without food 
and no place to sleep, to say 
nothing of the lack of opportunity 
for an education.

Guard-Trained 
Shift To Korea 


16,000 May Go Into 
Combat 25oae Soon 


WASHINGTON, Feb. IS (AP) 
-The Army said yesterday that 


draftees and volunteers trained 
with federalized National Guard 
units are being pulled out of 
those units to bolster the fight- 
ing forces in Korea. 


No precise figures were given, 


but calculations based on the 
size of the affected forces indi- 
cate something over 16,000 men 
from that source may go to the 
combat zone. 
The men being shifted are not 


National Guardsmen, but others 
who were assigned to the four 
divisions 
and two 
regimental 


combat teams from the guard 
which were called into federal 
service last fall, an Army spokes- 
man said. 
Other sources are being tapped, 


too, for men to go to Korea. The 
spokesman said artillery, anti- 
aircraft, signals and other units 
have been called upon for men. 


With the additions, the Army 


said, units in Korea will reach 
full strength next month for the 
first time since hostilities started. 


The Army said the special levy, 


requested by General Douglas 
MacArthur, is prompted by a 
combination of factors.

Recovery Of $22,131 
Sought In Wooster Case 


COLUMBUS, Feb. 13 (AP)— 


State Auditor Joseph T. Ferguson 
today returned findings for re- 
covery of $22,131 against the es- 
tate of the late ^tayor Francis 
W. Hillen of Wooster. 


Mr. Ferguson said an audit of 


the mayor's office records and the 
community hospital for the pe- 
riod from Jan. 1, 1948, to Nov.

It said 
the new programs will mean that 
the nation's official voice will be 
heard abroad in 28 languages and 
dialects during 35 hours of broad- 
casting daily. 
On Friday, the voice will begin 


daily 30-minute broadcasts in the 
Amoy Chinese dialect and add 15 
minutes a day to its programs 
in Mandarin, the official-Chinese 
language. This will make five 
hours daily of broadcasting in 
Chinese tongues.

Republicans squabbled among 


themselves over foreign policy 
and "me-tooism" today, but gen- 
erally 
agreed there are still 


"pinkos" in the government. They 
all called for budget cuts. 


In Lincoln Day p o l i t i c a l 


speeches across the nation, the 
G.O.P. members demonstrated a 
wide difference of opinion on 
such issues as sending U.S. troops 
to Europe. 


Some of them called for unity 


and urged a damper on "mere 
obstructionism". Others said that 
"me-tooism" has cost the party 
elections in the past. 


There were new attacks on 


Secretary of State Acheson and 
several G.O.P. speakers defended 
Senator McCarthy (R) of Wis- 
consin and his attacks on Com 
munists in government. 


Democrats brought Mr. Mc- 


Carthy under fire in Senate de- 
bate in Washington yesterday and 
Senators Butler (R) of Nebraska 
and Langer (R) of North Dakota 
sprang to his defense. 


On the first anniversary of Mr 


McCarthy's Lincoln Day speech 
at Wheeling, which started the 
Communist - in-government fire- 
works, Senator Kilgore (D) of 
West Virginia demanded that the 
Wisconsin senator "come to bat", 
with proof of his accusations. 


Governor Thomas E. Dewey of

nominee, fired

blast in a New York City speech 
last night aaginst Republicans 
who would limit aid to western 
Europe as Senator Taft (R) of 
Ohio and former president Her- 
bert Hoover have suggested". 


Calling for a world-wide Mon- 


roe Doctrine, Mr. Dewey said the 
United States must draw a global 
line and prepare to wage all-out 
war if Russian aggression crosses 
it. 


He suggested that Atlantic pact 


members, plus Greece, Turkey, 
Iran, Spain, Yugoslavia and the 
Moslem world from Egypt to 
China, be included in this free 
world area. 


"Let us stop handing armies 


and navies over to the Russians,' 
Mr. Dewey said. "The only way 
to stop it is to draw the line. We 
cannot protect ourselves by with- 
drawing from the rest of the 
world. Operation Withdrawal is 
Operation Suicide."
